Saturday aftrenoon Kling procured a pair 
of climbers and mounted a pole on'Cot- 
tage street, and was dared by some com- 
panions, it is said, to touch the wires. 
He worked bis way between the wires and 
then leaning on the top of the pole and 
cross-bar grasped one of the wires that 
feed the incandescent lamps. Finally he 
grasped the other and the current passed 
through his body. Accounts differ as to 
what .happened. Some of the children 
present 
say he was killed instantly. 


Others declare that he raised his head 
once or twice, opening his mouth and 
eyes, and then sank down on the cross-bar 
while the wires burned and scorched bis 
hands until the hissing and oder of burnt 
flesh could be detected a half-block away. 
There the poor little chap lay in sight of 
his frantic mother, while the terrified chil- 
dren sounded the alarm. The electric 
plant was a half-mile distant and nothing 
could be done until the current was shut 
off. 
Finally the body was lowered by a 


rope thrown over the cross-bar. 
The 


boy's hands were terribly burned and his 
face blackened. The terror of the acci- 
dent has impressed itself upon the public 
and it will stop the pole-climbing practice 
most effectually.

Political interviews, election predic- 


tions and what not are the order of the 
day here as elsewhere. They are as varied 
and contradictory as it is possible for any- 
thing to be. One moment we hear of the 
county and congressional ticket going to 
smash if Elkin is nominated and the next 
that the party in Bucks is almost solid for 
the Attorney-General. Every fellow has a 
chance to put a word in the political gos- 
sip column. In the opinion of some the 
party must do this to save the tioket and 
in the opinion of others it must do that. 
Probably the truth is that the great ma- 
jority of Republicans are attending to 
their ordinary business affairs without 
bothering much concerning the political 
situation, it will be some time before 
the real conflict begins if there is to be 
one at all. The first thing on the pro- 
gramme is the election of delegates to the 
State convention and it doesn't appear 
that there is to be any fight there. The 
party appears up to the present to be 
pretty well satisfied with the candidates 
announced. 
The statement ^of one of 


them, Mr. Gilkeson, that be would like an 
expression of opinion as to the party sen- 
timent in Bucks, hai brought out a few 
newspaper communications, but 
each 


under a nom de plume this far. Nobody 
could tell whether they were written by 
Democrats or Republicans. It may be that 
Mr. Gilkeson is receiving a large corres- 
pondence on this subject but these ambig- 
lous newspaper letters amount to absolute- 
ly nothing where the name of the author 
is withheld. They give the party at large 
no information. 
So far the campaign is 


very simlliar to some that have preceded 
it and at least one half of these predic- 
tions are bound to be wrong. In looking 
them over it is some satisfaction to note 
that not a single reason has been advanced 
to support the predictions that the county 
ticket would be involved in the Guberna- 
torial matter. This statement was made 
in the last campaign but proved to be 
unfounded as the election returns will 
demonstrate. At present at least, there 
is little profit and information to be 
gained from reading political gossip.

He was born In Maisachunett* and cap- 


tnineo a company of volunteers from that 
state in 1861. He became Lieutenant-

Brigadier-General tor dis- 


tinguished eervico during the battles of 
the Old Wilderness and Spottsylvania 
Court House. 
He received further pro- 


motions for gallantry and meritorious serv- 
l< e* at the battle* of Ream'* Station and 
Cbancellonville.

The tariff law 
now in force in the United State* had for 
it* author* some of the aoleit tariff stud- 
ents of their time. It* chief architect and 
spokesman was Nelson JUingley,. He had 
the full concurrence of President Mc- 
Klnley, 
who signed the law, without 


objection* to any of its provision* or doubt 
as to it* practical results. These two men 
have passed away while in the faithful 
service of the people. 
The law they 


largely molded ha* worked well. 
It 1* 


identified with a period of high prosperity 
succeeding one of great depression. 
It 


has yielded revenue to an adequate extent, 
and that include* tne repeal of the war 
taxes. 


In the course of future year* there will 


be tariff revision, and if the people are 
wise it will be conducted by the party of 
judicious protection. But that time has 
not yet arrived. The general business of 
the United States i* at high tide. So re- 
markable 
has been the expansion of

secure. But let the tariff tinkers get in 
their work and what must happen? A 
change in one schedule creates a demand 
to rip up others, and in the end the whole 
fabric would probably be involved, con- 
suming the time of Congress that could 
be much better applied to other purpose*. 
Meanwhile, business would halt because of 
the element of uncertainty introduced. 
Foreign commerce would be thrown out of 
balance by anticipated reductions. Is it 
wise to let well enough alone? Undoubt- 
edly, the business interests of the United 
States think the rule a good one.

justifies the means. A few such trials 
and convictions will open the eyes even if 
they do not open the hands fast clenched 
on the public purse for plunder. Men 
should be selected for office who are in- 
spired by purer" motives, who believe 
in the rule that prevails with our plain 
predecessors arm progenitors that while it 
is desirable and honorable to seek ana 
hold office yet it is the duty of an officer 
-to devote himself to his trust with all due 
fidelity to the people who elect him and 
whom he is in solemn duty bound 
to 


serve. Too much of late is left to the dic- 
tates of professionals. The simple ques- 
tion seems to be, what is required of me 
by the promoters and what is there in it— 
without regard to what the law exae.s in 
duty or allows in compensation* There is 
no trouble with such men as our judges, 
our county officers or any other officials, 
running all through the catalogue from 
School Directors up or down. Why should 
not this same integrity be required of 
members of the Legislature and Councils 
in the cities? Why should they be allowed 
to run riot with legislation, play with city 
charters, give away franchises and tear 
officers out of their places, and play the 
role of recklessness like excited boys, who 
fire offjheir pyrotechnics on the 4th t>f 
July, without regard to law and order 
and the great danger of the community.

farm? Without a soil there is no basis 
for a government. All stocks and trusts 
are castles in the air. 
The earth is what 


we build on—not bonds.
